liv ing in this 
co untry 
and 
Canada. 
A 
bushel 
weighs 
sixty 
po unds and o ne bushel is sufficient to 
so w an acre o f land. 
Co rn wheat Is a mammo uth rye, and 
the name was giv en 
it by M. J . 
Shields, an experimental grass and 
grain farmer, who o btained the o rig­ 
inal seed fro m the Department 
o f 
Agricultural o f Germany. 
By 
co n­ 
tinuo us annual planting and select­ 
ing the best seed, he has dev elo ped a 
v ery v aluable grain. 
The kernels, as 
described by 
the 
gentleman, 
are 
three-fo urths o f an 
inch in length 
and hav e a hard o uter bran shell like 
rye, which it resembles in shape. 
It 
is a mammo uth cereal, po ssessing the 
pro perties o f bo th wheat 
and co rn. 
The meal, he says, is a fair substitute 
fo r co rnmeal. 
This stalk o f co rn-wheat is a stro ng 
stubby plant. 
It has the po wer o f re­ 
sisting dro ught, and rains, to a far 
greater extent 
than 
wheat. 
The 
semi-arid hills o f the no rthwest seem 
to be adapted to the successful gro w­ 
ing o f this cereal. 
The heads are 
abo ut six inches in leugth and the 
grains sets in ro ws. 
As the plant sto o ls o ut eno rmo usly 
it is v aluable as a fo rage cro p. 
It is a 
pro lific yielder, 
sev enty -fiv e bushels 
to tine acre being a go o d av erage yield. 
The » cro p o f 1903 will no t be so go o d, 
as the seaso n has been unfav o rable fo r 
grain o f all kinds. 
Last year fo ur 
acres gro wn near Mo sco w pro duced a 
little mo re titan 300 bushels, upward 
o f sev enty-fiv e bushels to the acre.
